__ A possible, if partial, solution of the gold 
problem of America. is put forward by the 
Chairman of the Association of Investment 
It refers to a scheme by which 
investors in the United Kingdom and the 
United States would be allowed to float a, 
new investment trust to promote the sale of 
securities of both Governments, and the 
nationals in each country would subscribe 
equally for the necessary capital. The trust 
would borrow a large amount of the unused 
gold of the world at a low rate of interest and 
invest this in such a way as to obtain the 
best ‘results for the world at large. It is held 
that in this way the investors of both countries 
be enabled to place vast sums 
of money to the credit of their Governments, 
but would also obtain a reasonable return on 
their investments in Government Bonds. At 
the same time a stream of gold would be 
released, ever increasing in volume as 1t was 
by wise investment in the light 
of modern requirements.. Presumably, the 
gold. would be shipped to this side, and to 
that extent one of America’s problems would 
be solved. “ There are probably big difficulties 
in the way of operating such a trust, but at 
least the experiment seems worth trying.

Stephen’s Green is now in its final 
stages, and on Thursday Jast a meetin 
was held between the College authorities an 
representatives from the Students’ Represen- 
tative Council to consider various questions 
which may arise when the building is opened 
again. That this great work is now virtually 
completed is in large part due to the interest 
shown by the Reverend Professor Corcoran, 
S.J., in the whole project, and to the exceed- 
ingly energetic manner in which he has 
worked to secure its achievement. The allot- 
ment “f rooms for the 
various societies and 
clubs is a matter 
i: which is being gone 
into thoroughly, and 
the subject of the 
restaurant has also 
claimed a great deal 
| of attention, so that 
sé we can be sure it will 
be very efficiently 
run. In every way 
the avthorities have 
catered for the. stu- 
dents’ interests, and 
the opening of *‘ 86”’ 
would make a tremen- 
dous difference to 
College life. The re- 
ab conditioning of the 
building has been carried out on the most 
generous lines, and evea as it stands at the 
moment it is quite unrecognisable from the 
dark house that was so well known in the 
ast. For this the students have to thank 
*rofessor Butler, who was in charge of: the 
architectural improvements He has succeeded 
in filling the whole building with light, 
which, as a result of. the structural 
alterations, comes in on all sides from the 
great windows. The fine old rooms and their 
magnificent ceilings are painted, mostly in 
cream and white, and the effect is excellent. 
Perhaps the most striking feature of all, 
however, is the theatre, with its great 
height and severe design, the stage well 
raised and large enough for any play or 
musical production. It is not likely that we 
will have long to wait now, for everything 
points to “86” being in use early next 
term, : 
Mr. Roger McHugh, M.A. and Mr. Patrick 
Lynch, M.A., Director of the National 
Student, are at the moment carrying out a 
survey of literary talent in College with the 
object of securing material for both the 
National Student and the English Literature 
Society. Mr. McHugh is encouraging students 
attending English lectures to write something 
which ' could be suitable for either the 
“Student ” or the “ English Lit.,’? and Mr.

Mr. McHugh’s efforts may go a long way 
towards unearthing hidden. literary genius, 
and, if he meets with an _ encouraging 
response, it is probable that those willing to 
learn would be formed into a small club, 
which would receive weekly talks on the 
subject of writing. It is to be hoped that 
the response will be sufficiently encouraging, 
for nothing could be a greater asset to 
College than a small corps of good writers, 
which would be available for all College’s 
literary productions, and which would in time 
extend its activities outside the walls. of the 
University.

A call for a Government subsidy for Irish 
rifle clubs was made by Mr. K. G. Walsh, 
president of the City of Dublin Rifle Club,

Many civil institutions and societies con- 
nected with Dublin were represented at 
Christ Church Cathedral yesterday, when 

Citizenship Sunday was observed, special 
prayers being offered for the welfare of the 


city. 

The morning sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Canon W. C. Simpson, M.A., who. said 
that it was the greatest tragedy of. their 
citizenship that Christian chanty was a 
hindrance to Christian social justice. In 
Dublin the tendency to /amsez faire was 
eucouraged by the official sanction of 
gambling, which cut right into the heart of 
honest toil: the door was then kept open for 
a thoughtless, indiscriminate charity, and 
the path was barred to an intelligent process 
of social justice. 

During the first six months of this year, 
he said, there was an average of some 21,000 
registered unemployed at the Dublin Employ- 
ment Exchange. There were three groups 
whose special responsibility was to provide 
work and to teach people how to work. 
These groups were the Government, the 
Labour Party and the Trades Union Council. 
All human endeavour must be brought 
within the ambit of citizenship if the purpose 
of God in Christ was to be loyally followed 
for His kingdom.

Patrick Murphy, labourer, Rialto Buildings, 
South Circular road; William Ryan, Garden 
lane: Laurence Campion, Ceannt’s Fort; 
Patrick Curtis, Army private, Downpatrick 
road; Kevin Walsh, Ashe street; Joseph 
Browne, Ashe street; Peter Kennedy, Oliver 
Bond House, Bridgefoot street, arising out of 
a riot at Baldoyle Racecourse on the date 
mentioned, when Daniel Towell, a _ booke 
maker’s assistant, Killarney street, and Patk, 
Kinsella, Lower Kevin street, were wounded. 

Evidence had been given during the hear. 
ing that Towell was injured in the region of 
the heart, and that Kinsella received an 
injury in the groin. 

The aécused men were charged on eight 
counts with conspiracy to assemble riotously 
at Baldoyle with intent to cause bodily harm 
to Towell and Kinsella, with intent to 
murder and with having caused grievous 
bodily harm. 

Mr. Justice Maguire announced on Friday 
that he would only allow the charge of con- 
spiracy to stand against Campion. 

In the course of his address, he said he 
wanted the jury to leave out of their minds 
in their deliberations any feelings of in- 
dignation, horror and resentment which they 
might have in connection with the perpetra- 
tion of the outrage. Statements made hy 
three or four of the accused men were only 
evidence against themselves. Comments which 
had been made on the conduct of the Guards 
in the case were unjustified and uncalled for. 

The Judge’s address occupied three and-a- 
half hours. 

After an absence of three hours and forty 
minutes the jury returned a finding against 
Campion of not guilty on all charges. 
Campion was discharged. 

The others were convicted of conspiracy, 
riot, assault, wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm, and unlawful assembly. 

Mr. Sherry applied for leave to appeal in 
the case of Hannigan on the grounds that 
there was no evidence to support the 
findings of the jury, and that there was 
no evidence, or, in the alternative, not suffi- 
cient evidence, submitted on any of the 
counts on which Hannigan was indicted. 

Mr.. Bel] also applied for leave to appeal 
on behalf of his clients. 

Mr. Justice Maguire 
consider the application. 

The accused men were detained in custody 
and the Court adjourned till to-morrow.

Viscount Craigavon was a typical 
Irishman. This fact may seem to be 
anomalous, but to some extent it explains, 
if it does not altogether vindicate, a re- 
markable career. The vicissitudes of party 
| politics pitchforked this unusual man into 


He never desired a separate Parliament 
for the six counties of Northern Ireland, 
and protested throughout the long period 
of his Premiership that he would’ have 
preferred that the. Northern province 
should remain as an integral part of 
the United Kingdom, subject directly 
to Westminster; but he accepted the idea 
of a subordinate Parliament as what 
seemed to him to be the less of two evils, 
and for nineteen years he remained 
Premier of Northern Ireland, working 
according to his lights for the good of the 
people whom he had been chosen to repre- 
sent, and never ceasing to proclaim his 
passionate attachment to the British 
Empire. Lord Craigavon was not a great 
statesman—although his tenure of office 
as Prime Minister must be almost without 
precedent in any country. Yet he had 
many admirable qualities. "Hé was honest 
to a degree; he was absolutely single- 
minded in purpose, and, if he had an 
inflexible mind, he had most of the virtues 
of his defects. James Craig had been a 
soldier with a fine record in the South 
African War. In common with most of 
his class in the North, he was caught up 
in the movement, headed by the late Lord 
Carson, whose right-hand man he became 
during the stormy days of the anti-Home 
Rule campaign, although he never achieved 
either the fame or the popularity of the 


continuously in the limelight. When Lord 
Carson retired from active politics, Craig 
was recognised as his natural successor, 
and the mere fact that he was able to 
remain in office for so many years, and to 
outride so many national and _inter- 
national storms, is a tribute to the man’s 
solidity of character. His place in Irish 
history will not be easy to determine. To 
a large extent he was a prisoner of his. 
past. Steeped in the tradition of Ulster 
Unionism, he was wholly unable to accom: 
date himself to changed conditions in 
this country; and when he agreed to 
accept a separate Parliament for the six 
counties he was convinced that he had gone 
to the limit of concession to the bulk of 
his fellow-countrymen. He.also was the 
prisoner of his party. As a leader he had 
certain undeniable gifts. He was able to 
interpret and express the views of those 
whom he led;.but he lacked those greater 
gifts of constructive statesmanship which 
enable a leader to bend. his. followers to 
his will. : bse

demagogue. He was not an inspiring 
orator, such as Carson; he Jacked the 
magnetic ‘qualities of a de Valera, and 
had few of the outward graces that make

South of the berder young men were 
making & revolution, and drawing 
‘Act ‘of ‘Union and all that. it 
‘supporters failed completely to recognise 
the inevitability of those revolutionary 
changes in the twenty-six counties; but 
history will not throw all the blame for 
Irish disunity on their shoulders. They 
were—and the governing party in Northern 
Ireland still is—utterly rigid in their 
attitude towards the South; but have our 
political leaders in Eire been much wiser 
in their attitude towards the North? 
History. will answer this question with 
cold impartiality.: In the meanwhile, a 
staunch Irishman has passed from the 
scene of human striving. James Craig— 
for titular honours: never seemed to fit 
comfortably’.on- that rock-like figure—had 
weaknesses. For example, he never ought 
to have been a politician, since he lacked 
even the rudiments of intellectual subtlety. 
He was a leader only in a strictly limited 
sense of the term; but he followed ‘his 


of a mean or unworthy act. His death 
will ‘create new problems in the six 
counties of Northern Ireland ; for he leaves 
no obvious successor. For the better part 
of a generation’ he was the symbol of 
Northern Irish Unionism. His personality 
was the sheet anchor of a tradition that 
went back to ‘the ’prentice boys of Derry; 
and the day may come when Ireland will 
remember him, as she remembers them, 
not without feelings of pride. 


The Balkan Tangle 


The week-end in the Balkans has been a 
time of diplomatic, more than military, 
activity. In Albania the Greeks continued 
their victorious drive against the retreating 
Italians. Koritza, which fell finally on 
Friday morning, is now under. Greek 
military law, and Greek police have taken 
over control of the streets. Latest 
communiqués from Greek headquarters 
say that the army has advanced up to 
eleven miles west and north-west of 
Koritza, while in the south the heights 
of Argyrokastro, dominating the main 
Italian base in that sector, also have been 
occupied by Greek forces. The British 
Air Force, operating from Greek bases, 
has bombed harbours, ports and military 
objectives generally in many parts of 
Italy. Arms and ammunition from 
British bases in Egypt and the Near East 
are being poured into Greece both by ship 
and by aeroplane—one Press correspondent 
describes the arrival in Greece of several 
convoys of flying-boats guarded by accom- 
panying fighter machines; and the British 
during the week-end made several heavy 
bombing raids on the Dodecanese. The 
Italian Navy, at the same time, has been 
having 
shelled the fortified Greek islands. of 
Samos, Corfu and Cephalonia. Despite 
the importance—to both sides—of all these 
military operations, however, they are as 
nothing compared’ with the political under- 
currents which have been disturbing the 
sleep of Europe during the last couple 


of days. The latest addition to the 
continental bloc against Britain is 
Slovakia. Dr. Tuka, the Prime Minister, 


signed the now usual protocol in Berlin 
yesterday morning. It is now only a 
matter of time before General Antonescu 


Bulgarian Premier and Foreign Minister, 
Messrs. Filoff and Popoff respectively, are 
leaving Sofia to-day for talks with the 
Fuehrer. Within a day or two, therefore, 
the world may expect Bulgaria also to 
have joined the “ Axis,” thus extending 
Germany’s ‘‘sphere of influence,” for all 
intents and purposes, down to the borders 
of Turkey. The Turkish Government has 
declared a state of martial law through- 
out its European territory.

“ TACK * DOWDS 


TO THE EDITOR: OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—The news of the death of Mr. A. E. 
Dowds, ‘formerly mathematical master at St. 
Andrew’s College, Dublin, has just reached 
East Africa, and ‘I feel. that it is fitting that 
some mention should be made in your paper 
of the sorrow which this news must have 
aroused in all old St. Andrew’s men scattered 
in the four corners of the globe.  ‘‘ Tack” 
Dowds had the deserved reputation in his 
day of being the best teacher of mathematics 
in Ireland, He had that reputation not only 
among his: pupils and ex-pupils, but among 
his colleagues, not only in St. Andrew’s, but 
in other schools in Ireland. His capacity as 
a teacher rested not so'much on his academic 
knowledge as on his understanding of the 
mentality of boys and on his ability to drive 
knowledge of a difficult subject into their 
heads, without sacrificing his remarkable per- 
sonal popularity and yet maintaining the 
strictest “ea AR and order.

We shall not look upon his like again. 
He represented a type of schoolmaster who 
was utterly devoted to his calling and who 
could undoubtedly have gone far in other 
and more lucrative fields. But personal am- 
bition was nothing to him; he cared nothin 
for worldly wealth, but he has left behind 
him a legacy of goodwill and ‘gratitude 
which no wealth could ever have bought 
him.—Yours, etc.

British Credit High 


The remark of Lord Lothian, the British 
Ambassador to the United States, on his 
return to New York yesterday from a 
visit to this country, to the effect that 
“ Britain is beginning to come to the end 
of her financial resources,” has caused a 
little stir in some quarters here; but it 
would appear that he was speaking of the 
gold and dollar securities in the United 
States and their relationship to the system 
whereby Britain has to pay cash in advance 
for all munitions purchased in the United 
States. The payment of cash in advance 
is not a principle that can be carried on 
indefinitely in circumstances such as the 
present, and it is no sign of weakness for 
it to be acknowledged that the demand for 
cash in advance should be reconsidered. 
The British suggestion may even be taken 
as a sign of strength rather than of weak- 
ness, since it may be interpreted as a 
notification that British credit is high 
enough to warrant some relaxation of the 
rigid principle of cash with order.

These swift and almost invisible mes- 
sengers can always be relied upon to fly 
back to the hive where their queen is, 
and are said to be more satisfactory than 
pigeons.

ON BERLIN 


Turin Arsenal 
Attacked 


A THOUSAND incendiaries were 
showered on railway yards in 
Berlin by the Royal Air Force on 
Saturday night. Huge explosions 
followed the dropping of high ex- 
plosive bombs, and in one phase of 
the attack nlone ten large fires raged 
fiercely. Other bomber forces 
crossed the Alps to raid the Royal 
Arsenal and Fiat works at Turin, 
according to a British Air Ministry 
report. 

A tremendous explosion lasting ten seconds 
was one result of a heavy onslaught on 
Krupps arsenal at Essen. German marine 
bases on the Channel coast, including 
L’Orient, were also bombed. Two British 
machines failed to retarn. 

The R.A.F.’s main attack was on both 
ends of the Axis, reaching Berlin early in the 
evening and Turin an ‘hour before midnight. 


In Berlin the Putlitzstrasse and Lehrter 
railway goods yards were bombed shortly 


before eight o'clock, Large’ fires were 
started. One burned so fiercely that 
though the British aircraft were flying 
high they were lit up by the fire. 


About the same time a thousand incendiaries 
were dropped on the yards between the Pots- 
damer and the Anhalter railway stations. 
These started fires, and after high explosive 
bombs had been seen to burst there were 
several further explosions. 

Early in the evening Krupps works at 
Essen were being attacked.

“ Ulster stands firm as a rock for Great 
Britain, the Empire and one Crown,” he 
once wrote, and this was his steadfast atti- 
tude. As far back as 1905 he was co-opted 
a member of the Ulster Unionist Council 
which laid down the Unionists’ determina- 
tion to repudiate any parliament that might 
be established in Dublin. Captain James 
Craig, as he then was, immediately ranged 
himself with Lord Carson—then Sir Edward 
Carson—in. the controversial days of 1911,. 
and it was at his residence, Craigavon, that 
the first meeting was held. at which the 
Ulster Volunteers had their inception. 

He helped to frame the ‘‘Soleren League 
and Covenant” pledged to resist the 
setting-up of a Home Rule. Parliament in 


Dublin. 

When. correspondence between Mr. de 
Valera and Mr. J. H. Thomas, then Dominions 
Secretary, was exchanged in 1932, an impres- 
sion gained ground in Northern Ireland that 
a certain paragraph might mean that Ulster

HIS CAREER

Lord Craigavon was a devoted son of Ulster. 
He spent the greater part of his life serving 
the interests of the province in which he was 
born, and of which he was so proud. In his 
personality and appearance he typified the 
characteristic of the Ulster-Scot—a rugged 
and adamantine directness of outlook that 
swerved not to right or left, is seldom moved 
to emotion and is given to few words; the 
race which the late Lord Rosebery described 
as “ the toughest, the most dominant and the 
most irresistible race that existed in the 
universe.”’ 

But if he was a true Ulster-Scot in externals 
he had also in a high degree many of their 
more lovable quale vere to friends, 
appreciation of kindness and a deep sympathy 
with suffering humanity. Nothing in Lord 
Craigavon’s term of Premiership of Northern 
Ireland grieved him more than the fact that 
unemp‘oyment increased, and many of his 
supporters suffered severely by the depression 
in the shipyards and linen mills and factories. 
At one period he declared that he would 
solve unemployment in the North. For a 
peridd he and his Government; through the 
operation of the Loans Guarantee Act, brought 
new ship construction to the shipyards at a 
time when Great Britain was not cperatin 
a similar I'rade Facilities Act, and British 
shipyards were idle. But world trade condi- 
tions were too much for him, and’ unemploy- 
ment, it was found, could not be compietely 
cured in the North or elsewhere until world 
trade recovered. 

Working people in the North had a regard 
for him only equalled by their esteem for 
Lord Carson, whose Chief Lieutenant he was 
for fourteen years . Even those who differed 
from him in politics recognised that he was 
faithful to his promise to maintain such social 
services as Unemployment Benefit, Old Age 
Pensions and Widows’ and Orphans’ Pen- 
sions on the same high level as those in 
Great Britain. 


PLEDGE TO BRITAIN 


Over a> year ago, when war clouds were 
gathering over Europe, Lord Craigavon sub- 
mitted a resoiution in the Northern Ireland 
Parliament pledging: the whole resources of 
Northern Ireland, as part of the United King- 
dom: of Great. Britain and the Empire, for 
the prosecution ot the war. This pledge has 
heen fully kept, including a strict rationing 
scheme, similar to that operating in Great 
Britain, which enabled the surplus food sup- 
lies to be sent to Eng and Scotland.

' One entire Italian division has 
been broken in disorder, while ree 
ports from  Koritza _ state 
three further battalions have been 
scattered and are being chased by 
cavalry. 

In the central sector the Greeks were said 
to have reached Fracheri, to the north-west 
of Premeti. They were also pushing ahead 
west and north-west of Koritza, but delayed 
there somewhat by the weather. 

A despatch from Koritza said that an 
Italian battalion fled into Yugoslavia and 
was interned. 

It was reported that the airport of Koritza 
was useless as a result of Greek and British 
raids before the city was captured, and the 
wreckage of Italian ‘planes was scattered over 
the field. 

Despite the weather Greek air activity 
behind the Italian lines was heavy. 

The Italians were said to have bombed 
Koritza und Greek advanced units, but with- 
out success. 
The Greeks took advantage of the rain to 
assemble booty left behind by the Italians. 
Greek military and police have been estab- 
lished in Koritza, and a new Municipal 


| Council of four Mohammedaris and ten Greeks 


has been created. 

Royal Air Force bombers, powerfully back- 
ing up the continued advance of the Greek 
Army along the entire battlefront, on Satur- 
day swooped down on Pogradetz, first, “rest 
house” for the retreating Italians, and 
blasted their communications. 


‘¢ ARMY CUT IN HALF ” 


Reports trom the central (Pindus) sector to 
Salonika indicate that the Italian Army has 
been cut in half by a Greek column driving 
through the deep mountain valleys. While 
Greek troops in the Koritza and Pindus 
sectors were moving north and east, these 
reports. said, another column was advancing 
vorthward from the Epirus. 

Mr. J. K. Gordon, an American business- 
man on his way home after living in Athens 
for some years, stated in Sofia that he was 
convinced that the Greeks would be able 
to hold back the Italian invasion with the 
help of Britain, He believed that Britain was 
granting more aid to Greece than was officially 
admitted. In addition to Italy’s battle 
against the British and Greeks, the strength 
of the Italian armies was greatly weakened, 
he said, by widespread sabotage by the Al. 
banians. 

The British communiqué from Cairo yester- 
day reported that British aircraft have at- 
tacked the Albanian town of Elbasan, to 
which the Italians, driven out of Koritza, 
were said to be fleeing. 

Mr. Churchill has sent this message to 
General Metaxas, the Greek President.of the 
Council :—'‘ Heartfelt congratulations on the 
great Greek victories on the Albanian front, 
culminating in the capture of Koritza. We 
are all inspired by the feat of Greek valour 
against an enemy so superior in numbers and 
equipment. This recalls the classic age. Long 
live Greece.” 

King George of Greece, in a broadcast to 
the nation, said that he was happy and proud 
to congratulate the armed forces and the 
whole Greek people on all that they have 
succeeded in achieving in less than a month. 

‘The resistance of the Greek people, a 
great and noble resistance, has: upset the 
énemy'’s plans in an admirable and extra- 
ordinary manner,” he said, adding that “the
